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For over a decade the Texas Department of Health (TDH) has had an active influenza
surveillance system in place to obtain cultures from sites throughout Texas.  The
purpose of this surveillance system is three-fold:  to confirm influenza diagnoses,

to collect data that enable public health officials to assess the severity of the annual
epidemic, and to obtain information early in the season as to what strains are circulating.
This information is important to ascertain whether or not the current season’s vaccine will
most likely protect against the culture-confirmed influenza strains identified in this state.

Each surveillance site is provided with culture media and guidelines for utilization.
These sites set up the active surveillance protocols for their jurisdiction.  Physicians
and public health clinics are encouraged to report all suspected influenza cases, obtain
the culture media and guidelines from the main surveillance site, and submit cultures to
the Texas Department of Health Bureau of Laboratories.  Some cultures processed at TDH
are then sent on to the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention for further typing.
See Table 1 on Page 2 for a list of current primary influenza surveillance sites in Texas,
with contact information.

Participating sentinel sites report influenza-like illness (ILI) to CDC on a weekly basis.
The reports include the number of patients with ILI, in age groups 0-4, 5-24, 25-64, and
>65, as well as the total number of patients seen for any reason that week.  The reporting
process takes about 10 minutes a week and reports are entered at the Web site or called
in by telephone.

In collaboration with The Centers for Disease Control & Prevention, the TDH Infectious
Disease Epidemiology & Surveillance Program is currently recruiting health care
providers in family practice, general practice and pediatrics to participate in the
Influenza Sentinel Provider Surveillance Network Program.

In addition to entering and viewing their own data, participating surveil-
lance sites will also have access to the most recent national and regional CDC
influenza surveillance data provided online.

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The Texas Board of Health today approved rules that will permit dogs and cats
to be vaccinated against rabies every three years instead of annually.  Under
the new requirements, dogs and cats should be vaccinated at 4 months of age,
receive a booster vaccination 12 months later and every three years thereafter.
Pet owners and their veterinarians may choose more frequent vaccinations.

TDH officials emphasize that the change from annual to triennial does not
lessen the importance of having pets vaccinated against rabies.  The new
statewide rules become effective March 1.  For further information on rabies
and other zoonoses, visit the TDH Zoonosis Division Web site:

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��������������is a Web site that offers timely e-mail notification of safety related
product recall information on both food and drugs as well as mechanical jproducts
such as toys and home appliances.  Users can obtain alerts by type of product, date
of recall, or list of the Top Ten (selected on the basis of unit volume, hazard level,
and potential for continued availability of product).  This site also offers news
articles on general food, drug, and product safety issues. There are no fees for any
of the services.
Safety Alerts also offers an electronic subscription service.  E-mails are sent once
daily for only the new alerts that match the subscriber's specifications.  (Ave: 3
notifications per week in 1999)  Each e-mail contains a short summary for each of
the new alerts, accompanied by a hyperlink to the full article.  Site articles contain
information such as brand names, lot numbers or codes, potential severity, and
contact information on each recall.
